GUT IN PROSPEG 
FOR CITES SELLING 
FLECTRIG POWER 


Tentative Siiimiead for 
10 to 12 Per Cent Reduc- 
tion Made; 25 Georgia 
Towns Affected. 


A rate reduction for municipalities 
distributing electric power to their 
own citizens was in prospect Friday 
following a conference between repre- 
sentatives’ of the municipalities and 
Charles A. Collier, vice president of 
the Georgia Power Company in the 
offices of the Georgia public service 
commission, 

It was announced that a tentative 
agreement calling for a reduction of 
between 10 and 12 per cent was made. 
In all there are o4 cities and towns 
in Georgia which buy current from 
the power company and operate bheir 
own distributing plant. 

Mr. Collier, after hearing the de- 
mands made by the representatives of 
the municipalities offered a total re- 
duction of $50,000 on the approxi- 
mate $700,000 bill paid by the towns, 
The municipal representatives coun- 
tered with a proposal that the cut be 
made and that in addition a further 
reduction of 5 per cent be granted 
those towns which pay their bifts 
within 10 days after they are ie 


mitted. 

Mr. Collier took the proposition un- 
der advisement. He made it clear 
that he was not commftting the pow- 
er company to acceptance, saying that 
|he would confer with his fellow ex- 
ecutives of the company before mak- 
ing a detinite answer.* 

Chairman Jud P. Wilhoit, of the 
public sérvice commission, sat in on 
the meeting. He said that the com- 
mission had not demanded any action

Details of the alleged bribery trans- 
action which figures in the charges 
made by Solicitor-General John A, 
Boykin, which form the basis of Wil- 
liam G. McRae’s side of the double 
libel suit now being tried before Judge 
Hugh M. Dorsey, were aired in city 
court Friday when the court admit- 


ted after a hard-fought battle a depo- | 


sition by Abraham Rabinovic, said 
to be a former law-partner of Mc- 
Rae. 

In outlining the incidents said to 
have led up to the alleged bribe-tak- 
ing, Rabinovic in his deposition states 
that during a conversation which took 
place in McRae’s automobile on the 
oay preceding the alleged paying of 
then justice of the 
Beach, for holding 
over Bert Schreiber on a charge of 
embezzlement, McRae asked him, Ra- 
binovie, if Abe Cohen, who is said 
to have paid over the alleged bribe- 
money, “would keep his promise,” and 
that he, the deponent, replied that he 
thought he would do so. 

“Will Take My Chance.” 

McRae is then alleged to have said 
“T will take my chance on _ him.” 
Rabinovic’s statement quotes McRae 
as having told him on the succeeding 
day, after Schreiber had been bound 
over, “Well, I have kept my promise ; 
now I want Cohen to do his end,” 
and that “it comes in handy; I am 
going to Georgia.” ‘On cross-exam- 
ination the deponent was asked if he 
saw Cohen give McRae the money, 
to which he is alleged to have replied, 
“I did not.” . 

In acknowledging that he himself 
received $1,500 of the alleged bribery 
fee, Rabinovic said in his “deposition, 
“I prefume he gave it to me to show 


his good faith in the association we |

On cross-examination in the depo- 
sition Rabonovic said that he was at 
Caracas, Venezuela, when the Ameri- 
ean ambassador at that point called 
him and asked if he would give an 
affidavit for Boykin and that he aft-

SHAPED 10 FOSTER 
USE OF WINE, BEER 


Interdepartmental Com- 
mittee Asks $2.60-a-Gal- 
lon Tax; Seeks To Aid 
Foreign Commerce. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 8.—(4)— 
A liquor program to encourage an ex- 
panded federal revenue, an enlarged 
two-way foreign trade and to foster 
a national beer and light wine ap- 
petite along with discouraging the 
bootlegger was proposed to congress 
today by the president’s interdepart- 
mental committee, 

The report submitted to the house 
ways and means committee by Acting 
Secretary Henry Morgenthau Jr., of 
the treasury, proposed a $2.60-a-gallon 
tax on distilled spirits, estimated to 
be capable of raising $500,000,000 of 
annual revenue, including $156,000,- 
000 for beer. The beer tax would re- 
main at $5 a barrel, the present levy 
for the 3.2 beverage. 

At the same time, the committee 
suggested to the lawmakers that they 
grant the president power to negotiate 
with liquor countries for reciprocal 
trade agreements under which the 
United States would expect the right 
to sell its products in countries from 
which it bought liquor. 

Move Under Way. 

This move already is under way. 
The most recent evidence of it came 
today with the visit of Sir Ronald 
Lindsay, the British ambassador, with 
Secretary Wallace, presumably to dis- 
cuss a liquor based barter between 
the United States and Great Britain. 

The interdepartmental committee 
members disclosed that their report 
had been framed with view to foster- 
ing a reasonable price to liquor con- 
sumers tose battle bootleg opposition 
and encourage the drinking of light 
wines and beer. 

The report will become public for- 
mally on Monday when the (fiscal 
committees of both the house and sen- 
ate convene together to begin work 
on _a liquor tax bill. 

The committee took cozghizance of 
the likelihood that the states would 
seek to augmént their incomes from 
liquor taxes. It proposed itta- 
tion ‘of state and federal liquor tax- 
ation “on some basis equitable to 
both.” Suggestions already have been 
unofficially made that the federal gov- 
ernment collect liquor taxes and allo- 
cate them to the states. 

Distillers Gather. 

With rumored threats in the air of 
government action to force down 
liquor prices, representatives of the 
distilling industry gathered in the 
city during the day to form a trade 
—— 

James M. Doran, head of the 
sessile formed distilled spirits in- 
stitute, the distilling code authority, 
expressed no concern over threats of 
government intervention. 

“All these things, these price and 
distribution troubles, are going to be 
history within a week,” Doran said 
before the distillers convened. ‘There 
is no one group as anxious to see the 
business get under way on a fair price 
basis as the distVlers themselves.” 

The $2.60 tax on distilled spirits 
would be an increase from the present 
rate of $1.10 a gallon. 

Other taxes proposed by the com- 
mittee included: 16 cents a gallon on 
wines of less than 14 per cent alco- 
holic content, compared with the ex-

Henry L. Hopkins, civil works ad- 
ministrator, revealed today that a tele- 
graphic poll shows 2,500,000 persons 
have been given jobs by the CWA 
since the inception of the program a 
few weeks ago. Most of these, he said, 
have b@en transferred 
rolls. 

The administrator, however, was 
not fully satisfied with the progress 
of the drive to put 4,000,000 men to 
work by next Saturday and warned 
local authorities that politics must 
not interfere with appointments. He 
served notice that those communities 
in which officials do not co-operate 
will find their quotas transferred to 
other sections. 

Bruere, president of the Bowery 
Savings bank, one of New York city's 
largest, came to the treasury on a 
dollar-a-year basis.

TREE FOOD CODES 


NEAR COMPLETION 


Agreements Taken Over 
by NRA Officials From 
Farm Administration. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8—(/)— 
Quick disposal of a number of ma- 
jor codes, ineluding some newly taken 
over from the farm administration, 
was promised today at NRA as a 
general clean-up struck the organiza- 
tion, 

Three codes covering food manufac- 
turers, wholesalers and _ retailers, 
which have been at the farm offices 
for the last two months, were gone 
over today by NRA officials; with the 
result that one of the number ven- 
tured the opinion all three codes could 
be made ready for transmittal to the 
White House by Monday. 

The graphic arts code, covering an 
extended field of printing and pub- 
lishing, was in for final conferences, 
and so was the pact of the newspa- 
per publishers. 

On one important code, 
stalemate developed. 

Long conferences between employ- 
er and labor spokesmen for the con- 
struction industry were suspended 
without agreement and with the pros- 
pect that Hugh 8S. Johnson would have 
to step in and push through a com- 
promise. Labor leaders pronounced 
the revised draft put before them by 
NRA officials “worse than the origi- 
nal” submitted by the industry. 

Seven codes were signed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt: Furniture manufac- 
turing, auto storage and parking, py- 
rotechnic (fireworks) manufacturing, 
excelsior products, asphalt and mas- 
tic tile manufacturing, papermaking- 
machine builders and machined waste 
manufacturing. 

The disciplinary arm of the NRA 
also functioned, ordering eight small 
establishments scattered from Mas- 
sachusetts to Texas to surrender Blue 
Eagles for alleged violations. 

Johnson, back in midafternoon from 
New York, went immediately to the 
White House for a conference with 
Will Hays and other motion picture 
personages who protested against 
some of the supervision of their af- 
fairs imposed by the government. In- 
dications were they would not win 
their demands.

GEORGIA FLYER SAVED 
AFTER FATAL CRASH 


SHREVEPORT, La., Dec. 8.—(?) 
Death rode the skies today with the 
77th pursuit squadron at Barksdale 
field and chose as the victim See- 
ond Lieutenant Ernest E. Holtzen 
Jr., 25, of Sedalia, Mo. 

Second Lieutenant Samuel C. Dun- 
lap, 23, air corps reserve, of Gaines- 
ville, Ga., pilot of one of the two sin- 
gle-seater pursuit planes which fig- 
ured in a crash 4,000 feet up near 
the northeastern border of the Barks- 
dale field reservation, floated safely 
to earth in his parachute. He was 
scratched about the head and badly 
shaken up. 

The two disabled planes, plunging 
to earth, crashed 150 yards apart in . 
a plowed field less than 200 yards 
from the Minden highway, five miles 
from Shreveport on United States 
highway 80, Both planes were de- 
molished. 

The accident happened during the 
regular afternoon training schedule 
of the 77th pursuit squadron. The 
victim and Lieutenant Dunlap were 
flying in the second element of the 
twe-element flight. 

ieutenant Holtzen was the lead 
plane in the second element and Lienu- 
tenant Dunlap was flying directly be- 
hind him prior to the crash. 

At 4,500 feet the flight maneuvered 
into a 180 degree diving turn. The 
flight had just settled into the dive 
after completing the turn when Lieu- 
tenant Dunlap’s plane, flying on the 
wing of Lieutenant Holtzen’s plane, 
collided with Lieutenant Holtzen’s 
plane. 

The force of the collision caused 
the wings to come off Lieutenant 
Holtzen’s plane. 

Lieutenant Dunlap’s plane went into 
a normal tail spin and the officer 
bailed out when he was 1,000 feet 
from the earth. 

Lieutenant Dunlap, who lives at 
103 Green street, Gainesville, has been 
a member of the air corps reserve 
since June of this year, when he was 
graduated from the corps’ advanced 
flying school at Kelly Field, Texas. 
Upon his graduation he was assigned 
to the 457th pursuit squadron, Can- 
dler field, but he has been on ac- 
tive duty sinee July, first at Brooks 
Field, Texas, and now at Barksdale 
field, Louisiana, where he will remain 
until June 30, 1934. He attended 
Virginia Military Institute and Uni- 
versity of Alabama before entering 
the army’s aviation school. 


Death Rate Increase 
Is Shown for 1933 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—(4)-—Sta- 
tistics of 51 leading life insurance 
companies show an increase in the 
death rate among policyholders from 
818.8 per 100,000 in 1932 to 836.4 in 
1933, the Association of Life Insur- 
ance Presidents was told teday at ifs 
annual meeting. | 

Dr. William Muhlberg, vice presi- 
dent and medical director of the Union 
Central Life Insurance Company, of 
Cincinnati, termed this rise “an ab- 
solute increase of 17.6, or a relative 
increase of 2.1 per cent.” 

On that basis, he estimated the to- 
tal deaths in the United States dur- 
ing 1933 will approximate 1,392,000 
against 1,354,000 in 1932, an increase 
of 38,000. The principal cause, he 
said, was a marked rise in deaths 
from heart disease.

AS A FEDERAL OFFENSE. 

As a result of the recent mob- 
law outrages in widely separated 
sections of the country, it is prob- 
able that a law making lynching a 
federal offense will be urged at the 
approaching session of congress. 

The enactment of such a law 
would be in line with the action of 
congress in enacting ‘a measure 
making kidnaping a federal offense 
when that crime became so gen- 
eral in its scope that it assumed 
the proportion of a national men- 
ace. The federal activities made 
possible by this law have resulted 
in greatly reducing the kidnaping 
evil, the apprehension and convic- 
tion of most of the criminals re- 
sponsible for the kidnapings of the 
past six or eight months, and the 
prospect that the evil will soon be 
exterminated. 

Now that mob law is no longer 
a sectional evil, the most conspicu- 
ous examples of it recently being 
in states other than the south, it 
is not surprising that congress 
should deal with the evil in the 
same manner in which it proceeded 
against ‘the kidnaping menace, 

There is no room in the United 
States for mob law under any con- 
ditions. If our civilization is to be 
protected, the punishment for 
crime must be left to the courts. 
There is no midway ground. 

A law making lynching a na- 
tional offense would undoubtedly 
have a strongly deterrent effect 
upon those inclined to place the 
authority of the mob above that of 
the courts.

MAKING DRIVERS LIABLE. 

Following the lead of Massachu- 
setts and other progressive states, 
the Pennsylvania legislature has 
passed a drivers’ liability law which 
will become effective January 1, as 
an amendment to its drivers’ 
license law. 

The law provides that a motor- 
ist must prove responsibility to sat- 


sonal injuries and $1,000 for prop- 
erty damage. 

The law is not an injustice to 
the careful, law-abiding drivers, be- 
cause most drivers of this type 
carry insurance. It is. aimed par- 
ticularly at the reckless drivers who

The whisky trade of the north of 
Scotland is awakening at last after 
a sleep of several years. The folk of 
the northeast are dour, canny people, 
not given to over-optimism or exagger- 
ation, but even they are smiling now 
and sometimes even rubbing their 
hands cautiously, This is the impres- 
sion one gathers from British news- 
papers.

PEEK MAY REMAIN, 
FD. R. INDICATES 


Other Official Circles, 
However, Expect RiftTo 
Lead to Resignation. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 8.-—(A)— 
President Roosevelt today indicated 
a possibility that George Peek 
would remain with the farm adjust- 
ment administration, but the belief 
still prevailed in other official circles 
that Peek would soon quit his post 
as farm administrator. 

Peek has differed with - Secretary 
Wallace on matters of general policy 
and open friction led to a round of 
conferences at the White House. 

Interposition by the, president, how- 
ever, failed to reconcile the two, and 
at the farm administration ’§ today 
both groups frankly said they did not 
expect Peek to remain, 

Aligned with Secretary Wallace 
were virtually all the professorial ele- 
ment of the administration and mem- 
bers. of groups that regard Peek’s 
views as too conservative. 

A transfer to another post has been 
suggested for Peek, although authori- 
tative quarters at the White House 
today denied that the administrator 
has been offered a place with the state 
department or as head of a govern- 
mental corporation to stimulate farm 
commodity exports. 

Chester C. Davis, head of the ad- 
ministration’s production division, has 
been’ mentioned as a possible succes- 
sor to Peek. Davis, long associated 
with the administrator, has attempt- 
ed to mediate difficulties between the 
two factions. 

The administrator’s supporters said 
they blamed Rexford G. Tugwell, for- 
mer Columbia professor, and now as- 
sistant secretary of agriculture, and 
Jerome Frank, attorney for the ad- 
ministration, for much of the dissen- 
sion that led to the open breach.

Miss Pickford and Fairbanks, ac- 
quaintances during the first years in 
motion pictures, saw their romance 
begin in the closing months of the 
World War, when they, together with 
their intimate friend, Charlie Chap- 
lin, film comedian, toured the coun- 
try in a Liberty loan drive. 

Both Previously Married. 

She had been married to Owen 
Moore and had divorced him. Fair- 
banks was married at the time to 
Beth Sully Fairbanks, but they had 
virtually separated. 

Shortly after Fairbanks was freed 
by divorce from his first wife, he and 
Miss Pickford were married. The wed- 
ding came as a surprise even to mem-

BY SHERIF OF BROOKS 


Man Accused of Assault 
Had Been Secretly Sought 
Since Monday. 


QUITMAN, Ga., Dec. 8.—In an ef- 
fort to arrest Lester Dasher, a negro 
alleged to have criminally assaulted a 
prominent white woman in the north- 
ern part of county, Sheriff Colin E. 
Clanton, of Brooks county. shot the 
fugitive through the head today killing 
him instantly. 

The criminal assault occurred last 
Monday afternoon, but only the male 
relatives and the sheriff knew of the 
crime. Sheriff Clanton secured an 
agreement with the woman's relatives 
that they would not make any an- 
nouncement of the crime and would 
not resort to violence upon his prom- 
ise to locate the negro and arrest him. 

At noon today the sheriff located 
Dasher, who was armed with a shot 
gun. When the negro saw the officer 
he leveled the gun but dodged around 
a negro house attempting to fire.

MADRID, Dec. 8.—(4)-—A long- 
expected revolutionary movement was 
apparently under way in Spain to-

Extremist action expected since last 
month's general elections which turned 
the government sharply to the right, 
were scheduled to begin with the 
slashing of communication lines.

Association Also Adopts 
Mild Resolution on 
NRA Hours and Pay. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—(#)—The 
National Association of Manufactur- 
ers, which claims to represent 56,000 
producers, resolved unanimously to- 
night to ask definite assurance from 


President Roosevelt that he will sta- 
bilize the dollar on a gold basis as 
soon as he believes such action can 
be taken without jeopardy to the peo- 
ple of the United States. 

The resolution, one of nine adopted 
at the final session of the two-day 
convention, was passed in the lan- 
guage offered by the resolutions com- 
mittee only after a spirited debate in 
which some members urged a more 
strongly worded document. 

With respect to the NRA, the asso- | 
ciation members pledged themselves to 
“make every rational effort to co-op- 
erate in and test fairly experimental 
legislation under which industry has 
been placed by the congress.” 

The resolution affirmed the mem- 
bers’ duty to offer constructive criti- 
cism “as defects in the policy or plans 
of operation appear, or as adminis- 
trative improvements may be sug- 
gested.” 

Adoption of the resolutions followed 
the presentation of conflicting view- 
points on the national administra- 
tion’s monetary policy by Frank A. 
Vanderlip, financier, and Dr. Ray B. 
Westerfield, Yale economics  pro- 
fessor. 

Several members expressed the pri- 
yate opinion that the NRA resolu- 
tion was tempered as a result of a 
speech before the group last night 
by General Hugh S. Johnson, NRA 
administrator, who made a vigorous 
defense of the president’s policies. 

The resolution. urged “that work 
periods in industry be not’ further 
shortened or wage rates further in- 
creased until there is full assurance 
that the resulting increase in costs 
and prices will not further curtail con- 
sumption volume.” 

“Serious consideration” of a _ fed- 
eral gross sales tax and the widening 
of the income tax base to include a 
greater number of individual taxpay- 
ers by a lowering of exemptions was 
urged. The association also went on 
record as fayoring a liquor tax to 
“adequately increase national revenue 
without encouraging illicit competi- 
tion.” 

In their addresses, Dr. Westerfield, 
formerly chief of the treasury  de- 
partment’s statistical section, favored 
stabilization of the dollar at its gold 
value, and Vanderlip said to “return 
to the gold standard as we always) 
have known it would be a distinct} 
unfortunate course to follow.”

Junking of Old Tallulah Falls Road 


Brings Sadness to North Georgians 


North Georgia history was recalled 
by the news Friday from Washing- 
ton that the interstate commerce com- 
mission has granted permission for 
the abandonment of the historic Tal- 
lulah Falls railroad, from Cornelia, 
Ga.. to Franklin, N. C. 

It was on the old T. F. R. that 
Atlantans made the rémantie journey 


up to the falls, once beautiful but 


now hidden by the march of industrial] 
progress. Many of the older genera- 
tion recall] the T. F. R. with fond 
memories of week-end picnics spent 
in the Tallulah section, when the 
gorge was a sight that brought vis- 
itors hundreds and thousands of miles. 

The builder of the railroad was the 


Northeastern Railway of Georgia, in 
1882, This company was acquired by 


the Blue Ridge and Atlantic railroad, 
formed in 1887 to take over the oe 
erty. The road originally ran 
miles from Cornelia, where it forms 
a junction with the Southern railway, 
to Tallulah Falls. In 1898, after a 
reorganization as the Tallulah Falls 
railroad, the tracks were extended to 
Franklin, N. C. 

History of the railroad has involved 
several receiverships, beginning in 
1892, when receivers took charge un- 
til 1897. The road went into receiv- 


ership again in 1908 for a year, and: 
after that was operated until 1923 
without receivers, J. F. Gray being 
appointed receiver in 1923 and re- 
maining in that office until now. 

’ The railroad is 57 miles long. It 
has five engines and 52 cars, with 
a round trip from Cornelia to Frank- 
lin each day. The railorad stock was 
bought by the Southern in July, 1905. 
and still remains in the possession of 
that read. The business hauled over 
the Tallulah Falls has consisted large- 


ly of forest products and minerals, 
the road serving 1,420 square miles 


of tefritory, of which 75 per cent is 
in woodlands, The population of the 
area is 36,000, exclusive of Cornelia’s 
1,600. 

Proposal to abandon the road was 
fought before the 1CO of the Georgia 
publie service commission. At the 
Georgia commission's offices it was 
said that the railroad made money 
during the last several months, a good 
sign of possible better business under 
the new deal and NRA. The aban- 
donment will call for taking up the 
tracks unless some person or firm 


buys the road and opens it again for 
operation, it was said. 

Construction of a good paved high- 
way through the railroad’s area sev- 
eral years ago means that the patrons 
of the railroad will be supplied with 
bus and motor truck service, although 
logging operations probably will be 
— to handle with trucks, it was 
said.

CHICAGO, Dec. 8—(UP)—Big 
Ten football coaches today voted to 
make three recommendations for 
changes in the rules to the national 
football rules committee. 

They are: 

1-—Change the forward pags rule te 
be made from any 
point behind the line of scrimmuge. 
‘he present rule calls for the passer 
to be five yards behind the line of 
scrimmage. 

2—Kescind the “dead ball” rule 
which makes the ball dead when any 
part of the runner's body except hands 
or feet touch the ground. 

3—Permit the offensive team o- 
extremely windy days, inside its own 
20-yard line to surrender the ball te 
its opponents at a point 25 yards 
down the field instead of being forced 
to punt, 

These recommendations will be 
assed on by the national rules com- 
mittee, which may, or may not, act 
favorably’ on them.

F ugitive F rom Flori le. Gane Se, 
Holds New Hope for Freedom 


CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—(#)—Encour- 
aged by a municipal judge and backed 
by a sympathetic novelist, James A. 
La Rue held new hope tonight that 
he could defeat Florida justice and re- 
main a fugitive from a Dade county 
chain gang. 

“I wish I were as sure of long life 
as you are of freedom.” Judge Alfred 
O. Erickson told the 27-year-old 
prisoner as he forbade his’ removal 
from the state for 24 hours. Later in 
the day Chief Justice Philip J. Fin- 
negan ‘in criminal court granted a 
habeas corpus writ holding La Rue 
in the sheriff's custody until a full 
hearing December 14, 

At the hearing, Judge Finnegan 
must decide whether La Rue goes back 


'en for a defense fund to “fight cruel 


to the chain gang to finish’ a five- 
year term for housebreaking. He had 
been sentenced last December and 
escaped in April. 

“They got me to plead guilty,” La 
Rue told Judge Erickson in city court 
today, “by saying that I would prob- 
ably be freed or given a light sen- 
tence. They told me they had my fin- 
gerprints from a sugar bowl in the 
shack and if I went before a jury on 
a plea of not guilty I would probably 
get 99 years.”

Erickson warned against any effort 
to remove La Rue before 24 hours, in 
which the defense might oBtain a 
habeas corpus writ.

“Governor Horner must not have 
gone into this case thoroughly,” said 
Judge Erickson, “or I don’t believe 
he would grant extradition. There is 
not sufficient grounds for extradi- 
tion.” The judge said he would per-

The young fugitive enlisted the sym- 
pathy of Rosita Forbes, British nov- 
elist, with a tale of c®uel punish- 
ment in the “sweat box” on the Flor- 
ida prison farm at Raiford. He said 
he was left in the solitary box to 
blister for hours under the southern 
sun and then to be chilled at night.

La Rue’s story of confinement in 
solitary was partly corroborated by 
Florida prison records which showed 
he was disciplined for bad- conduct, 
but the state prison bureau at Tal- 
lahassee denied that he was mistreat- 
ed, The bureau said he was.placed in 
the “sweat box” for 100 hours last 
January, although it was not indicated 
whether the confinement was inter- 
mittent or for 100 consecutive hours. 


DECISION IS DUE TODAY 
ON LEAS’ EXTRADITION 


Tennessee Supreme Court 
To Give Ruling in 2-Year- 
Old Legal Battle. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 8.—(#) 
A decision in the case of Colonel Luke 
Lea and Luke Lea Jr., who are re- 
sisting through habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings extradition to North Caro- 
lina, is expected at tomorrow’s ses- 
sion of the Tennessee” supreme court. 
The decision will be on an appeal by 
the Leas from an adverse ruling in a 
lower court. 

They were convicted at Asheville, 
N. C., more than two years ago of 
violating the state banking laws in 
connection with the failure of Ashe- 
ville’s Central Bank and Trust Com- 
pany. 

Colonel Lea, former United States 
senator, newspaper publisher and po- 
litical power in. Tennessee, was sen- 
tenced to six to ten years imprison- 
ment. Lea Jr. was given the choice 
between paying $25,000 in fines and 
costs or serving two to six years. 


Did Not Return. 


Released on bond pending determi- 
nation of their appeals, the Leas came 
back to Tennessee and did not return 
to Asheville after the United States 
supreme court had declined to inter- 
fere with the North Carolina judg- 
ment. They opposed the request made 
of Governor Hill McAlister for their 
extradition. Meantime, their bonds 
at Asheville had been ordered for- 
feited. 

Last February Governor McAlister, 
after a hearing, held the father and 
Son to be “fugitives from justice” 
and ordered their arrest and extra- 
dition. Thereupon the Leas went into 
the courts with a habeas corpus ac- 
tion. 

At a hearing in April Criminal 
Judge Jéhn T. Cunningham at Clarks- 
ville sustained North Carolina’s de- 
murrer to their petition and quashed 
the writ he had issued them. The 
Leas then appealed to the state su- 
preme court. 

i Nettles in Court. 

Solicitor Zeb V. Nettles. who prose- 
cuted the Leas at Asheville, will he 
in court. to hear the decision and will 
be accompanied by Sheriff Laurence 
Brown, of Buncombe county, North 
Carolina, and a deputy. The two of- 
ficers were delegated by Governor 
McAlister as North Carolina’s agents 
when he issued the fugitive warrant 
for the Leas. 

Should Judge Cunningham’s decision 
be affirmed by the high court, Lea 
and his son could ask a stay of execu- 
tion while they sought a review by 
the United States supreme court. A 
reversal of the Clarksville judge's ac- 
tion in sustaining North Carolina's 
demurrer would send the case back 
to him. Then either side could appeal 
from Cunningham’s later detision to 
the state supreme court and thence 
to the federal supreme court.

Doubts regarding the monetary situa- 
tion were looked upon by numerous 


traders as the main factor in refusal 
of the wheat market to respond to 
constructive news, 

Wheat closed unsteady at virtually 
the day’s bottom level, 1 5-8 to 2 3-38 
under yesterday's finish, corn 1-8 to 
7-8 down, oats 5-8 to. 7-8 off, and 
provisions 2 cents to 17 cents up. 

Corn and oats displayed relative 
strength, although affected to a no- 
ticeable degree by sympathy with 
wheat. Cold wave predictions helped 
somewhat to stimulate feeding and 
shipping demand for corn, and New 
York reports later told of some ecx- 
port business put through. 

Provisions were responsive to tran- 
sient upturns of hog values.
